I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  town  to  the  fact  that  our  three 
main  bridges,  the  Rocks,  the  Caverly,  and  the  Clough  bridge,  must 
be  renewed  within  five  years. .  The  main  stringers  of  Caverly  bridge 
have  not  been  renewed  for  twenty-two  years,  and  in  my  judgment 
it  is  not  prudent  to  much  longer  allow  the  safety  of  the  bridge  to 
depend  upon  these  old  sticks  of  timber.     It  is  more  dangerous,  as 


H 

there  are  only  two  sticks  of  timber  which  are  trussed,  for  the  main 
Support  of  the  bridge. 

The  timbers,  which  are  all  stringers,  of  the  Rocks  bridge,  have 
been  in  place  eighteen  years,  and  are  all  right  for  three  or  four 
years.  The  stringers  in  these  two  bridges  are  of  Georgia  pine,  and 
have  proved  more  economical  than  ordinary  pine  lumber,  which,  by 
referring  to  the  town  books,  must  be  renewed  every  six  to  eight 
years.  The  timbers  in  the  Clough  bridge  are  of  poor  quality,  have 
been  in  place  six  years  this  season  and  must  be  renewed  soon. 

During  the  four  years  that  I  have  been  your  Highway  Agent,  I  have 
expended  about  one  half  of  the  money,  yearly,  in  permanent  im- 
provements, such  as  :  Lowering  the  grade  of  hills,  filling  up  low 
places,  covering  sand  and  soft  ground  with  hard  material,  improved 
drainage,  railing  dangerous  places,  and  removing  rocks  and  ledges 
from  the  road-bed,  by  blasting. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  town  raise  two  hundred  dollars  this 
year,  extra,  for  highways  and  bridges  ;  said  sum  to  be  used  with  the 
amount  (or  part  of  it)  which  has  been  used  for  permanent  improve- 
ments, and  renew  either  the  Clough  or  Caverly  bridge  with  a  better 
and  safer  structure. 

The  same  policy  can  be  carried  out  in  renewing  the  other  bridges, 
without  neglecting  the  roads  in  other  parts  of  the  town.  The  idea 
is  to  put  the  amount,  heretofore  used  for  permanent  improvements, 
with  two  hundred  dollars  extra  each  year,  for  three  years,  into  new, 
strong  and  more  durable  bridges.  In  this  way  they  can  be  renewed 
without  making  the  taxes  very  burdensome.

CONDITION  OF  SCHOOLS. 


The  spring  term  of  the  South  Side  school  was  taught  by  Miss 
Abbie  L.  Robinson,  and  the  fall  and  winter  terms  by  Miss  Jennie 
M.  Hooke,  who  has  advanced  the  standing  of  the  school  to  a 
marked  degree  and  has  given  satisfactory  results  to  parents  as  well 
as  pupils. 

Rocks  school  No.  1   was  taught  the  first  term  by  Miss  Jennie 
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M.  Hooke,  and  the  fall  and  winter  terms  by  Miss  Georgia  F. 
Cook,  who  has  an  experience  of  several  years  in  the  training  of  the 
youthful  mind,  and  has  done  her  best  to  advance  the  school. 

Rocks  school  No.  2  was  in  charge  of  Miss  M.  A.  Beede  for  the 
first  term,  and  Miss  Lena  E.  Cook  the  fall  and  winter  terms,  and 
the  school  has  made  a  good  advancement  for  the  year.  As  both 
are  young  teachers,  this  shows  they  will  make  excellent  teachers- 
with  their  coming  experience. 

North  Side  school  was  to  have  been  taught  by  Miss  F.  M.  Jones, 
who  had  taught  there  for  several  terms,  but  by  sickness  was 
obliged  to  retire,  which  was  regretted  by  both  scholars  and  parents. 
But  your  committee  were  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Jones'  sister, 
Bessie  L.,  who  filled  the  vacancy  very  satisfactorily.  The  Pines 
school  has  been  in  charge  of  Miss  R.  G.  Sleeper  for  the  entire  year, 
and  the  school  has  made  good  progress  under  her  instructions. 

Your  committee  have  done  the  best  they  could  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  schools  for  the  past  year,  and  have,  to  their  satisfac- 
tion, succeeded  in  engaging  teachers  that  have  made  every  effort 
for  the  benefit  of  the  schools. 

It  looks  as  if  the  parents  should  try  with  the  teachers  and  com- 
mittee to  bring  the  schools*  to  as  high  a  standard  of  perfection  as 
possible,  by  having  the  scholars'  attendance  nearer  perfect,  and  co- 
operate with  the  teachers  in  all  relations  to  the  schools.  Care 
should  be  taken  in  selecting  committees.  They  should  be  persons 
who  can  and  will  attend  to  the  schools  as  they  should  be  attended  to.
